One entire 
family,

mother, two sons and a daugh­ 
ter by the name of Duman was 
reported killed. 
The T. N. T. building was 
destroyed by the blast and the 
only large building of the plant 
was set on fire. 
Twenty-five 
small buildings used to house 
workmen were fired, it was re­ 
ported. 
The shock of the explosion 
was felt in lower New York, 
in Brooklyn and as far away as 
Mineola, L. I. 
It was felt dis­ 
tinctly 30 miles 
away 
while 
houses trembled and windows 
were 
shattered 
in 
nearby 
towns. 
Telephone lines in the region 
of Nixon were down as a re­ 
sult of the explosion and for 
half an hour after it occurred 
it could not be located. 
At the plant it was estimat­

Eighteen men were 
doing repair work on the roof 
of the building when the ex­ 
plosion occurred and insofar as 
can be learned none of them 
has been seen since.
